The claims of the Carlists go hack 
more than 200 years to the time of 
Louis XIV, of France, whose grand- 
son, Philip, succeeding to the throne 
of Spain, introduced the Salic law 
that no woman could succeed to the 
crown. It continued in force until 
1830, 
when Ferdinand VII abolished 


it. Ferdinand died in 1833, and'his 
daughter, Isabella, then three years 
old, was proclaimed queen. 
A bloody 


war followed, but the cause of Isa- 
bella triumphed. The Don Carlos ^of 
that day was a brother of Ferdinand, 
and, as the latter had no son, was 
Presumptive heir to the throne under 
the Salic law. The cortes in 1834 
almost unanimously agreed that Don 
Carlos and his descendants should for- 
ever be excluded from the Spanish 
throne. Isabella was driven out of 
Spain in 1868, and in 1870 abdicated 
her claim in favor of her son, who 
afterward hecame Alfonso XII. 
The 


present king, son of Alfonso XII, is 
not quite twelve years old, and his 
Austrian mother, Maria Christina, 
roverns as regent. " The .present Don 
Jarlos is a grandson of the Don 
Carlos o£ 1830, and was horn in 1848. 
He has numerous adherents in Spain, 
and his claim to the thorne is a con- 
tinual menace to the government of 
the queen regent. • 


If the queen regent and her son 


should be driven from Spain, after 
her the deluge, for there will he a 
scramble between; Carlists, republi- 
cans and anarchists.

We said in yesterday's letter that 


we would tell all about muster in our 
next, but as we have not yet been 
mustered into the Dnited States ser- 
vice it will be impossible to tell of it. 
The mustering in has been going on 
in the First and Fifth regiments to- 
day and the First has already been 
taken into the service. 


It is thought that the Fourteentl 


will be next in line and that we will 
be mustered in tomorrow. 


Last night all the officers of the 


regiment made speeches to their com- 
panies and told all the men that the) 
were not compelled to join the regu 
lar army, and that if anyone wished 
to get his discharge ho should come 
to tbe 
headquarters and get it. 


After the experience of the members 
of Co. I, who failed to volunteer, not 
many applications 
for discharges 


were made. The only one from Co. 
II was that of Private Long, of Wheel- 
ersburg, who said that he did not 
come to fight anybody for $13 a 
month. Corporal Searl also got a 
leave of absence on account of having 
promised his father that lie would not 
join the army. The boys were guyed, 
but orders were given to prohibit any 
drumming out of camp. 
If Searl can 


get his father's permission to join he 
will be back and his honor will be un- 
blemished, but as It stands now the 
boys do not believe that he will come 
back, although they all want him to 
return. 


The latest in regard to the move- 


ments of the regiment after leaving 
here, is that we go to Washington and 
then to Newport News or Richmond, 
Va.

He added, however, that he felt no 


apprehension over this lack ot news, 
because in the first place reports were 
not expected with the cable from Ma- 
nilla cut, and furthermore, no fears 
were entertained as 
to Commodore 


Dowey's ability to maintain his posi- 
tion. 


There was no doubt, the secretary 


said, that Commodore Dewey's fleet 
had annihilated the Spanish fleet, and 
with this much accomplished Dewey 
was master of the situation at Manilla. 


It was suggested to Mr. Long that 


the shore batteries at Cavite and on 
Corrigador island might be a serious 
menace to the American fleet, but the 
secretary did not share thia view, 
holding that the strength of the Olym- 
pla and other ships in Dewey's com- 
mand was ample to make him master 
of Manilla hay and its surroundings. 


The department is taking steps to 


render effective aid to the commodore 
in the matter of supplies, and a con- 
structor of high ability is to go out 
at once to repair the 
damages sus- 


tained in the battle of Manilla. 


Preparations for a suitable convoy 


for the supply ships were also indi- 
cated by the choice of a commander 
and officers for the cruiser Charleston, 
now at Mare Island. 


Plenty of Labor Available. 


It. is recalled at the navy department 


la this connection that having re- 
lelved the surrender of Manilla the 
commodore would be able to secure 
any quantity ol labor, and of such ma- 
terial as a maritime city like Manilla 
affords for the repair of.his ships. 


He also would be able to place his 


wounded in comfort in some of the 
Manilla hospitals or other public 
building. 


It Is always a desire of a prudent 


naval commander to get his wounded 
ashore at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity, as they stand hetter chances 
o! recovery.

Bruit Declare* Neutrality. 


Notice came to the state department 
rom Brazil that that government had 
declared neutrality. There is no cause 
to regret such action on th« part of 
Brazil, for. however beneficial the de- 
lay has been to the United States in 
getting its warships safely along the 
Brazilian coast, the issue of the proc- 
lamation just now is likely to be still 
more beneficial in closing Brazilian 
ports to the Spanish flying squadron 
if it should be headed in that direc- 
tion. 


It may be noted, however, that 


while the first reports were received 
with little credit, the advices coming 
to the navy department, though not 
conclusive, inclined the officers to the 
belief that the Spanish flying squad- 
ron really has turned back from Cape 
Verde to consolidate with the home 
squa'dron at Cadiz.
